Indemnity Plan 


The United States government has 
announced that it will continue to 


indemnify flour exporters in con- 
nection with the exports of Wash- 
ington, Oregon and Idaho wheat 


flour to the Phillipine Island. These 
three states annually produce a re- 
gional surplus of wheat and high 
domestic prices create an export 
problem. 

Last year the U.S. government an- 
nounced the indemnity plan in order 
to maintain the flow of ‘exports. 
Some 426,000 barrels of flour, 
equivalent to about two million bush- 
els of wheat, were exported under 
this plan.

“purchasing power” in German 
goods would not be more than 
about 75 per cent as compared with 
1913, and his “purchasing power” 
in Canadian wheat might be noth- 
ing at all, unless his marks can be 
exchanged for Canadian dollars, 
which is only possible if the Ger- 
man people can sell their own goods 
abroad; 

So here the one expression, “pur- 
chasing power,” has three entirely

Nursery School Building 
Keeps Jobless Busy 


HADFIELD, Eng.—in this little 
Derbyshire village 150 jobless men 
are already busy with chisels, saws 
and hammers, fashioning small 
chairs, cots, benches and tables for 
a nursery school they hope to build. 

An equal number of unemployed 
women are also stitching small tow- 
els and sleeping bags, embroider- 
ing them with animals beloved by 
small children, and hoping that 
these things, too, will find their way 
into the nursery school Hadfield 
plans to build by voluntary labor. 

Jobless men have undertaken to 
build an Open-air Nursery planned 
by the Hadfield League of Social 
Service and the league is endeavor- 
ing to raise £450 to meet the cost 
of materials.
